HELPING GREECE. 


In the’ rather. unsatisfactory 
deniite in the House of Commons 
upon -the £10,000,000 additional 
contribution Britain has made to 
Greek finances, it was made 
abundantly clear that British in- 
terest in Greece is by no means 
diminished by the prospect of 
lage-scale American aid tor that 
country. For obvious reasons 
Britain cannot afford to continue 
too make = massive — donations 
abroad; in however deserving a 
cause. But the welfare of a small 
country. which has for more than 
a century been our close friend 
and which was, at one periud of. 
the recent war, our only belliger- 
ent ally, svill. nut cease to affect 
us when succour comes to her 
from across the Atlantic. “Mhat 
we have political and — strategt 
grounds for desiring the main: 
tenance of Greek independence 
and the restoration of Greek 
econumy merely reinforces the 
traditional ties of sympathy be- 
tween the Greek people and our- 
selves: 

Critics of the Briti 
ment'’s policy in‘ subsidising the 
present Greek “regime and the, 
maintenance of the Greek armed 
forces point out truly” enough 
that recent Greek Governments 
are narrowly based. and by ‘no 
meins tender with some of their 
dpponents. Except, for those who 
advocate the. supremacy in Greece 
of a Communist regime far nar- 
rower and far more ruthiless, there 
are few Britons who could dis- 
pute the advantages to Greece of 
coalition’ and pacifivation. But, as 
Mr. Eden pointed out in the de- 
hate, it is easier to: urge coalition 
upon Greek politicians than to 
persuade them to ‘act upon the 
urging.” Meanwhile military, 
weakness and’ economic ruin are 
less likely to foster “a spirit of 
compromise and unity than to in- 
crease the, viulence of discontent 
and the bitterness of civil war and 
retribution, : 

American dollars may relieve 
some ‘ot. the immediate. deficien- 
Gies—food, transport and equip- 
ment-—thus carrying on where 
sterling must’ now leave off, But 
it is only when Greek trade and 
shipping . are progressively — re- 
constituted that, men's minds are 
likely to be turned back from 
destructive politics to construc 
tive social ‘life. A great effect 
might follow even the restoration 
of Greek tobacco production, for 
which, as both Mr. Eden and Mr. 
McNeil suggested, we ourselves 
might be willing customers to. our 
mutual benefit. 

Unfortunately, .the, resumption 
of normal industry is greatly 
hampered by insurrection and by 
the building up.of an Army equal- 
ly required, by internal and ex- 
ternal. threats. “he forthcoming. 
American credits may not merely 
furnish ‘military equipment: and 
stores (as-we have done) or pro- 
vide fresh civilian goods and plant 
(ndditional to what we have pro- 
vided), but. they might even re- 
political effect, the 
tieed . for Gresee: ta employ 50 
much of her;scanty, resources upon 
her defences, “As ‘Mr. Churchill 
in. his’ speech ' tq. the.
